1, Short title and commencement — (1) These rules may 
be called the Ministry of Defence, Directorate ot Standardisa- 
tion, Attendant Off Set Machine Recruitment Rules, 1977 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the official Gazette 

2 Number of the posts, classification and scale of pay — 
Die number of the said posts, classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns (2) 
to (4) of the Schedule annexed hereto 

3 Method of lccruitment, age limit and qualifications — 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, quuli-

5 Power to relax — -Where the Cential Government is ot 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it mays 
by ordei and foi reasons to be lecorded m wilting, relax 
any of the provisions ot these mles with respect to any 
class or category of peisons 


6 Saving — Nothing in these rules shall affect rescivaiions 
and olhoi concessions requned to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tubes and othci special 
categones of persons in aceoidance with the oidcrs issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this legard
